Murtin Julia Spalding, tbe gevanth 


Archbishop oi' the Arohdioboeo of Bulti- 
more, was born uoar Labanon, now Mi- 
rion county, Kentucky,011 tho 23J of May, 
1810. 
Hia father, Riobard Spalding, wan 


born near L6imardntowu, St. Mary's eorin- 
ty, Md., while bia mother, Henrietta Ham- 
iltou, wau a native of Charles couuty, her 
parente reeidin^ near Port Tobacco, and 
both emigrated with their parents to Ken- 
tucky in 1790. Tho emigrants arriyed in 
Kentucky after narrowly eeoapiD^ cupturo 
by tbe ludiau.", and Bottled o-n neighboriog 
iuriiiH on the rolling fork of Salt River, 
about tho centre of the State, then a ter- 
ritory, in 
the midst of dense forests 


roamed by wild beasts, aad exposed to the 
incessant attacks of prowling Indian?. 
The age of the Archbishop's parents at 
that time waa respectively fourteen and 
twelve yearp; they married in 179&, and 
became tho parents of eight children, of 
whotn the subject of this sketch was tho 
Biith. After tbe death of his first wife, 
Richard Spaldinu married a second, and 
subsequently a third wife, and he had in 
all twenty-one children, of whom fifteen 
grew up to be men and women. Martin 
Juhn, in his twelfth year, was eent to St. 
Mary's Seminary, Marion county, grad- 
uated in 1826, and proocoded to St. Jo- 
seph's Seminary, Bardstown, Ky., where 
be 
remained 
four 
yearp, rtudymg 


theolouy, and teaching in tho college. 
In 
April, 1830, he 
proceeded 
to 


Rome, where be entered 
tho 
famous 


Urban College of the Propaganda. He 
remained at this college for four yeaif, 
and at tho end of his course made a 
public defense covering the whole ground 
of tbpoloKy and canon law, and embrac- 
ing 250 theses or propositions, which ho 
maintained ia Lltiu aguinst all oppo- 
nents for seven hours. The result of tuis 
championship, deemed able and eloquent, 
was that he was made a doctor of divinity 
by acclamation. Dr. Spalding was or- 
dained priest on the 13 ih ot August, 
1834, by Cardinal Pcdicini, and after cel- 
ebrating his first mass in the erypt or 
subterranean chapel of St. Peter's Church, 
over the tomb of the apostles, started for 
America two day a afterward, and arrived 
in Kentucky after lour mouths' travel, 
there being no means of rapid transit iu 
those days. He wus at once made pastor 
of St. Joseph's Cburoh, Birdstown, and 
on tht death of R-v. G. A. M. Elder, 
President of St. Joseph's College, he was 
appointed to succeed him. After having 
been Bgaia for a short lime pastor ot St 
Joseph's Ohuroh, ho wa* oalled, in 1813, 
to the Cathedral in Xi^uitville, and iiy£ 
years later to the episcopate, under the 
title of Bishop of L'ngoce, and, as coad- 
jutor to the celebrated and venerable 
Bishop FJiiget, tho first Bishop of Louis- 
ville. 


Bishop Spaldinpf spent twenty years in 


Louinville, uftor having been consecrated 
Sept. 10, 1848, and acquired a great repu- 
tation as a writer and controversialist, as 
well as pulpit orator. His zeal aad 
ability wero tully recognized at Rome by 
the i-upreme Pontiff, and on tho death of 
Archbishop Konrick, in 18Cii. 
Bishop 


Spaldiug wa« crested Archbishop of Balti- 
more, May 12, 1864, thim becoming tbe 
primate of honor of the Roman Catholic 
church iu tho United States, in conse- 
quence of tho see of Baltimore being the 
oldest in the Republic. 
He took formal 


posHCRi-ion of the autbicpitcoral eee July 
81, 1864 


During the rneidenoo-of the Archbishop 


in thin city he had been actively engaged 
in the duties of tho archdiocese, and has 
therefore been called upon frequently to 
lay 
corner-atones 
of new 
buildings, 


churches, schools und charitable institu- 
tions, as the diocese, in point of numbers, 
htie increased rapidly. Daring tho period 
of over seven years that he has adminis- 
tered the Archdiocese of Baltimore, more 
than twenty new churches have been 
erected and opened for divine service, ot 
which three nro in Washington aud five 
ia Baltimore. One of the most remaik- 
ablu events of his administration WOH his 
convening and presiding over tba second 
Plenary Council 
of 
Baltimore, 
in 


October, 
1800, 
which 
wan com- 


posed 
of 
all 
the 
Archbishops 


and 
Bishops of the United 
States, 


forty-seven in numbe, and he was ap 
pointed by th» Pope, Pius IX, Djlegate 
Apostolic, with ample powers for this pur- 
pose. Archbishop Spaldmj?, during hia 
residence m Baltimore, was oalled to Rome 
on two different occasions. The first was 
the occasion of the eighteenth hnndreth 
anniversary of the martyrdom of Saints 
Peter and Paul. Tho second visit was in 
response to the bull isnued by the Pope, 
Juno 29, 18C8, calling CEsnmonical Coun- 
cil to a&semblo in the holy city on Deo, 
8, 1869. The Council having been sus- 
pended by the Pope in consequence of the 
occupation of Rome by Victor Emanuel's 
troop/*, Archbishop Spttlding returnee 
home Nov. 10, 1870. He waa greeted, as 


kuowo, with much enthusiasm by the 


Catholics of Bjltimore and Washington 
A grand procession wan formed, extend- 
ing for moro than two miled. It ia estima- 
ted that more thaneiity thousand people 
turned out on the occasion in Baltimore, 
and about half that number ia Washing- 
ton. Throughout the Council he hud 
been iistingniBbed by the itrong person «' 
confidence and friendship of Pius IX 
and was among the most strenuous sup- 
porters of Papal infalibility, which ho ex 
plained and defended in B lengthy pa»tora 
letter written in Rome immediately alter 
itJ 
definiiioD, and published and [ex 


tendively circulated in the United Stites

gauge railways commends them to the 
people. It only remains to show by ex- 
periment that they are practicable, to in- 
duce capitalists to invest largely in them. 
For short linos and roads tributary to 
main lines they have been pr.voii to be 
adequate to all tho service demanded of 
them 
The experiment of operating u 


long lino upon a three-foot gauge is in 
progress in Colorado. Tue road, which is 
being constructed rapidly, and of whioh 
seventy-miles are completed, and starting 
from Denver City i? to skirt the base ef 
the Rocky Mountains to Sinte Fo, and 
thenno to be continued to Kl Paso, on the 
Mexican border, and finally to bo contin- 
ued to and terminate in tho City ot Msx- 
ico. 
The total length of this line will ba 


1,750 miles. The cost of construction is 
but $13,000 per mile, or $0,000 loss than, 
that of the Kansas Pacific. 


Mr. Samuel Bowels, of the Springfield 


n*publican, has recently boon over that 
portion of the road whioh has beon com- 
pleted, and reports very favorably con- 
cerning it. As important results depend 
upon the succesn of the enterprise, wo 
subjoin a t-inglo passago from his Den- 
ver letter, descriptive of tho new under- 
taking: 


"The road and its trains, in tho first 


place, look liko a railway plaything, in 
contrast with tho broador and heavier 
tracks and larger cars of tho nocustomtid 
linef-; delicate and dainty, they seem al- 
most too faint und feeble for the hard, 
quick work to whioh they are oalled, und 
especially unequal to the grnat contest 
which they have invited. 
Yet so far, 


surely, they are performing their task 
with ease, with comfort, with celerity and 
with success. Tho track-bed of tho nar- 
row gauge is C feet wide, »s against 'J; 
the distance between tl e rails 3 feet, as 
against 4 feot 8'^ inches; tho ties are 0 
tofi'ofeot, as against 8 ; the rails woigh 
30 pounds to the yard, as againgt 50 ; the 
engines 12 to 1C tons, as agninst 25 to 30 
tons, putting about half tbe weixht on 
the drive-wheels that tho large locomo- 
tives do ; tho passenger carp, with 8 wheels, 
and carrying 32 piipsengers, weigh 0 tonn, 
as against 18 toui", 8 wheels and .VJ pus- 
sengere ; and the freight care so far intro- 
duced weigh 2 tcnc, run on 4 wheels and 
carry 4 to 5 tons of freight, as against 
oars weighing 8 tons on 8 wheels and ca- 
pable of 10 tons' load. Where four pas- 
sengers sit in tho ordinary car, three 
arc seated 
in the narrow ones, two 


on ono fide 
and one on the other 


of tho passage way, tho car being di- 
vided in tho middle by a door, and tbe 
scats for two and one, respectively, being 
reversed in the two sections, ,»o as to bal- 
ance the carriages. Tho carj at first in- 
troduced are T foot wide and 10^£ feet 
high from rail to top. They prove a trifle 
more compact than is necessary, and not 
quite generous enough accommodations 
for passengers; but tLe evil is being reme- 
died in new cars now constructing; while 
sleeping-cars and drawing room oars e»n 
bo made for the narrow-gaugo roadc, 
which will acoommodata Rtill more per- 
sons, in proportion to their biz? and 
weight, than the ordinary oars of thin 
character nowjdo."

Secretary. 


The chairman stated the meeting was 


called to consider tho proposition ol in- 
creasing the subscription to the Warreii & 
Venango Railroad $150,000, conditionally 
that the road be built. Thera was then 


reasonable aasure.noo that tho road 


would be built, notwithstanding the ne- 
gotiations to prevent it. It certainly was 


orth another effort, and "when it was 


considered that no money was to ba paid 
until the road was curuplefced and tho cars 
were running, it involved no ri?k. He 
nvited discussion. 


J. A. NeiH, E.q , waa oallad for and re- 


sponded. Hi) said that tho idea that this 
was a begging operation, or an atterapt, 
as iniinuatod by tho Courier, to help CM. 
Smith Ket a good thiug out of the OU 
Greek Riilrond Company, waa a mistake. 
Groat eft'irtJ were being mide to prevent 
he building of tho road, as it would be 
nimionl to tho interests of the Oil Creek 
road, and tilao tlie Pipo X/ma oompanies. 
The first obstacles were presented by the 
y\\ C^eek road, but thd work had com- 
uencod aud was dtiil euorgotically pushed 
'urward. Negotiations, h jvvever, wero still 
u progress to prevent the construction 
ot" tho "Warren aud V'eaacgo railroad, but 
tho supposition that Col. Smith was him- 
self a pjrty to any proposed compromise 
was incorrect. Mr. Smith did not furnish 
;h« capital for the road ; it waa Commo- 
dore Viindorbilt. Buc recently thoro had 
b-)Cu a hitch iu tho negotiations by which 
Mr. Smith thought ho cuuld ojntrol tho 
ro^d.

of forfeits."

entine's Day the young folks in England, 
by a very ancient oudtom, celebrate it lit- 
tlo festival. 
An equal number of maids 


and bachelors get toother; each writes 
bis or her tme or feigned name upon a 
separate billet, tbe billota are all rolled to- 
guther »nd drawn by Wiiy of lots, the mou 
drawing from the maidens' billeto and 
the maidens from the men's. The name 
that is drawn is tho valentine of the 
drawer.
